America in methods of p rim a ry in­ 
struction.

FORTY BELLES IN UNIFORM. 


T h « M o tility O n n r d a o f O r* R o n , A ll

There has been organized at McMinn­ 
ville, Or., a company of 40 young wom­ 
en calling themselves the Manila guards. 
Their object is moral, physical and in­ 
tellectual improvement. They are tho 
sisters* sweethearts and schoolmates of 
tho Oregon volunteers who went to Ma­ 
nila. 
Beauty and physical excellence 
are necessary qualifications of members, 
and this climate furnishes some excel­ 
lent types. Ages range from 10 to 21 
years, and the members are the daugh­ 
ters of the best people of the city and 
country. 
The girls are neatly uniformed and 
equipped as nearly like the boys in blue 
as conditions will allow—a snug fitting 
basque of blouse of blue cloth with 
brass buttons, and bine skirt, out nine 
lnobes from the floor, with two white 
stripes of braid down each side. Tan 
leggings are worn, and a blue fatigue 
cap, with a Viny broom made of manilla 
>nd wrapped with red, white and blue 
cord, as a pompon, constitutes the head­ 
dress. On the left breast is worn a five 
point star, made of manilla and wrapped 
with red, white and blue thread. The 
guard is equipped with swords, belts 
and haversacks and is drilled by an old 
army veteran in marching and saber 
drill, the latter according to the old 
“ Stevenson tactics,'* aud they mako 
their blades whistle. They have attain­ 
ed high proficiency in drill, aud their 
fame lias become state wido. 
These pretty cavaliers will atteud tho 
annual regatta ut Astoria. They are de­ 
termined to be the chief attraction and 
are brushing up their uniforms and 
drilling daily for the trip. Orders have 
been issued for the Astoria campaign. 
Two blankets, a sheet and pillow will 
bo allowed to each member, and two 
must bunk together, tying their effects 
in one bandhu Discipline is very rigid, 
which is necessary to control 40 romp­ 
ing, healthy girls.

Dueling is one of the institutions of 
Cuba. Probably with the evacuation of 
the island by tho Spanish forces it will 
go as the bullfight and the lottery will 
also go. There were, however, several 
affairs of honor which it was promised 
should be settled by a resort to the code 
as soon as the cessation of hostilities 
permitted the prohibition laid by Gen­ 
eral Blanco on dueling to bo raised. 
Tho captain general would have no re­ 
sort to arms among quarreling army of­ 
ficers and civil officials during the 
blockade. 
I)r. Congosto, tho Cuban secretary 
general, who was formerly Spanish con­ 
sul at Philadelphia, has several post­ 
poned events on his hands. 
He had 
many disagreements with Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee, and among tho ignorant Span­ 
iards of Havana it was the common be­ 
lief that the secretary general would 
hold General Leo personally responsible 
for the troubles which were thickening 
around tho Blanco administration. Ocm- 
gosto had also many hitter qunrrols with 
tho American newspaper correspond­ 
ents. He frequently told them that only 
tho duties of his official post kept him 
from calling them out. 
His fiercest 
quarrel was with one of the editors of 
the most violent Spanish newspaper 
published in Havana. 
The two men 
came to blows, and formal challenges 
were reported to have been exchanged. 
At tho time when Sampson’s fleet was 
guarding Havana harbor and the peace­ 
ful blockade was likely to givoway any 
day to a bombardment its presence caus­ 
ed less excitement than the impending 
duel between the secretary general and 
tho journalist. 
Blanco’s veto on the 
duel ended tho excitement, but the se­ 
quence is now dno. Then! is in tie* (Jn 
ban capital a German of some notoriety 
as a fighter, who, if be carries out a de­ 
clared purpose, will never let Congosto 
leave Cuba without giving him a gen­ 
tleman’s satisfaction for insults which 
oould not he resented when received. 
Tho Havana editors have usually 
shown willingness to back their opin­ 
ions by resorting to the code, though it 
is not invoked with the same frequency 
as among French editors. A few weeks 
before the American consuls were w ith­ 
drawn f mi the island the autonomist 
govern * 
t was honeycombed with in­ 
trigue 
t.tid torn by dissensions. 
An 
outcome of this situation was a pro­ 
spective duel between Ferdinand do Cas­ 
tro, tho present civil governor of tho 
province, and the editor of one of tho 
autonomist newspapers. Tho town was 
full of a rumor one night that the meet­ 
ing had taken place and that one of the 
principals had been wounded. This was 
untrue, but the reality was that stern 
orders and energetic action on the part 
of Blanco had prevented the meeting. 
Several of the Havana editors and re­ 
porters have rocords as duelists. 
One 
of them has his office ornamented with 
weapons of all kinds, some of them 
trophies. To tho indignant subscriber 
who wants a retraction is given a 
chance among them. 
The Union club of Havana, which, 
without being fast, is not slow, lias a 
room which is devoted to arms’, and 
talos of practice and of prowess there 
sometimes foreshadow tho settlement of 
a difficulty. Fencing is a leading diver­ 
sion, and facilities for pistol practicoaro 
not lacking, la tho rooms of a building 
overlooking tho Prado and tho central 
park soveral duels have been fought. A 
year or more ago a young man, a mem­ 
ber of a well known family, was found 
dead in one of theso rooms. In his 
pocket was a letter saying that his pur­ 
pose was to commit suicide and giving 
directions in regard to various personal 
matters. 
Ho had been killed in a duel. 
Tho circumstances were all known, but 
neither the surviving principal nor any 
of tho socouds was arrested. 
It is cus­ 
tomary for each of tho principals to 
write a letter of this kind. 
Usually it-4 
existence does not become known, be­ 
cause a fatal result is almost as rare as 
in German students’ duels. 
There is a local literature of dueling 
which is much read. On tho shelves of 
tho Havana book stores can usually bo 
found a pamphlet which gives a com­ 
plete account of duels fought for a 
period of years. Tho compiler is an ar­ 
dent admirer of the code. His pamphlet 
gives tho names of tho principals and 
seconds, the causes of tho challenges and 
the incidents of tho combat. 
A few fa­ 
tal endings aro recorded. Quarrels over 
politics appear to he a common cause of 
duels. 
Then thero aro those “ insults 
unprovoked,” which in the United 
States would be called barroom squab­ 
bles. 
In some cases a discreet hint is 
given that a woman’s honor had been 
rashly questioned and atonement made. 
A suggestion is also occasionally con­ 
veyed that a disagreement arose at tho 
gaming table. 
This is apt to have been 
tho cause when the principals were 
members of tho Circulo Militar, or 
Spanish Military club. Formerly high 
stakes were played for at this club and 
tho officers quarreled. Some names that 
wero well known in Havana a decado or 
two ago appear in this pamphlet. 
Three arms aro recognized as legiti­ 
mate dueling weapons. They aro the 
sword, the saber or cutlass and tho pis­ 
tol. 
Most of the Cuban duels were 
formerly fought with tho saber or cut­ 
lass. 
Its use was upheld on tho ground 
that while the cut and tho contusion 
from it disfigured it did not make a se­ 
rious wound. The skill required for its 
proper handling is also cited as a point 
in its favor, while its superiority over 
the sword in several respects is pointed 
out 
Nevertheless, in recent years the 
sword has come to be a popular weapon 
for dueling, and the Havana fencing 
schools encourage it. Tho pistol is sel­ 
dom employed in Cuban duels.—Now 
York Sun.

Dueling is one of tho institutions of 
Cuba. Probably with the evacuation of 
the island by the Spanish forces it will 
go as the bullfight and the lottery will 
also go. There were, however, several 
affairs of honor which it was promised 
should be settled by a resort to tho code 
as soon as the cessation of hostilities 
permitted tho prohibition laid by Gen* 
oral Blanco on dueling to be raised. 
The captain general wonld have no re­ 
port to arras among quarreling army of­ 
ficers and civil officials during the 
blockade. 
Dr. Congosto, tho Cuban secretary 
genoral, who was formerly Spanish con­ 
sul at Philadelphia, has several post­ 
poned events on his hands. 
Ho had 
many disagreements with Consul Gen­ 
eral Leo, and among tho ignorant Span­ 
iards of Havana it was the common be­ 
lief that the secretary general would 
hold General Lee personally responsible 
for the troubles which wero thickening 
around the Blanco administration. Con­ 
gosto had also many bitter quarrels with 
the American newspaper correspond­ 
ents. Ho frequently told them that only 
tho duties of his official post kept him 
from calling them out. 
His fiercest 
quarrel was with one of the editors of 
the most violent Spanish newspaper 
published in Havana. The two men 
came to blows, and formal challenges 
were reported to have been exchanged. 
At the time when Sampson’s fleet was 
guarding Havana harbor and the peace­ 
ful blockade was likely to give way any 
day to a bombardment its presence caus­ 
ed less excitement than the impending 
duel between tho secretary general and 
the journalist. 
Blanco’s veto on the 
duel ended the excitement, but the se­ 
quence is now due. There is in tho Cu­ 
ban capital a German of sotho notoriety 
as a fighter, who, if he carries out a de­ 
clared purpose, w ill never let Congosto 
leave Cuba without giving him a gen­ 
tleman’s satisfaction for insults which 
oould not be resented when received. 
Tho Havana editors have usually 
shown willingness to back their opin­ 
ions by resorting to the code, though it 
is not invoked with the same frequency 
as among French editors. A few weeks 
before the American consuls wero with­ 
drawn f Min the island the autonomist 
goveri 
> ;t was honeycombed with in­ 
trigue^ raid torn by dissensions. 
An 
outcome of this situation was a pro­ 
spective duel between Ferdinand do Cas­ 
tro, tho present civil governor of the 
province, and the editor of ono of the 
autonomist newspapers. Tho town was 
full of a rumor ono night that tho meet­ 
ing had taken place aud that ono of the 
principals had been wounded. This was 
untrue, but the reality was that stern 
orders and energetic action on tho part 
of Blanco had prevented the mooting. 
Several of the Havana editors and re­ 
porters have records as duelists. 
Ono 
of them has bis office ornamented with 
weapons of all kinds, some of them 
trophies. To the indignant subscriber 
who wants a retraction is given a 
chanco among them. 
The Union club of Havana, which, 
without being fast, is not slow, has a 
room which is devoted to arms, and 
tales of practice and of prowess there 
sometimes foreshadow the settlement of 
a difficulty. Fencing is a leading diver­ 
sion, and facilities for pistol practice are 
not lacking. In the rooms of a banding 
overlooking the Prado and the central 
park several duels have been fought A 
year or more ago a young man, a mem­ 
ber of a well known family, was found 
dead in one of these rooms. In bis 
pocket was a letter saying that his pur­ 
pose was to commit suicide and giving 
directions in regard to various personal 
matters. Ho had been killed iii a duel. 
The circumstances wero all known, but 
neither the surviving principal nor any 
of the seconds was arrested. It is cus­ 
tomary for each of tho principals to 
write a letter of this kind. 
Usually its 
existence does not becomo known, be­ 
cause a fatal result is almost as r a r e as 
in German students’ duels. 
There is a local literature of dueling 
which is much read. On tho shelves of 
tho Havana book stores eau usually bo 
found a pamphlet which gives a com­ 
plete account of duels fought for a 
period of years. The compiler is an ar­ 
dent admirer of the code. His pamphlet 
gives the names of the principals and 
seconds, the causes of tho challenges and 
the incidents of tho combat. 
A few fa­ 
tal endings are recorded. Quarrels over 
politics appear to be a common cause of 
duels. Then there are those "insults 
unprovoked,” which in tho United 
States would be called barroom squab­ 
bles. In some cases a discreet bint is 
given that a woman’s honor had been 
rashly questioned and atonement made. 
A suggestion is also occasionally con­ 
veyed that a disagreement arose at tho 
gaming table. 
This is apt to have been 
the cause when tho principals wore 
members of the Circule Militar, or 
Spanish Military club. Formerly high 
stakes were played for at this club aud 
the officers quarreled. Some names that 
were well known in Havana a decade or 
two ago appear in this pamphlet. 
Three arms are recognized as legiti­ 
mate dueling weapons. 
Tin y are the 
sword, the saber or cutlass and tho pis­ 
tol. 
Mott of the Cuban duels wero 
formerly fought with the saber or cut­ 
lass. 
Its use was upheld on the ground 
that while the cut and tho contusion 
from it disfigured it did not make u se­ 
rious wound. The skill required for its 
proper handling is also cited as a point 
in its favor, while its superioiity over 
the sword in several respects is pointed 
out Nevertheless, in recent years tho 
sword has come to be a popular weapon 
for dueling, aud the Havana fencing 
■drools encourage it. The pistol is sel­ 
dom employed in Cuban duels.—New 
York Bun.

“The salts necessary for the well be­ 
ing of our blood are bountifully given 
in these green vegetables. 
Then, too, 
it is a pleasant way of taking fatty 
food. 
All machinery 
must 
be well j 
oiled to prevent friction, and the won- , 
derful human engine is not an excep- , 
tion to the rule. 
Look carefully to it 
that you take sufficient fatty food. 
J 
“The Americans do not use enough 
oil to keep them in perfect health, i 
While butter is served in some families . 
three times a day, and is better than ' 
no fat. its composition is rather against 
it as compared to a sweet vegetable oil. 
Fats well digested are the salvation of 
consumptives, or those suffering from i 
any form of tuberculosis. 
For these 
reasons a simple salad composed of any 
green vegetable and a French dressing 
should be seen on every w’ell-regulated 
table 365 times a year. Those who live 
out of tow’n can obtain from the fields 
sorrel, long 
docks, 
dandelions 
and 
lamb’s quarters for the cost of picking. 
W here desserts are 
not 
used, and I 
wish for health's sake, they might be 
abolished, a salad w ith a bit of cheese 
and bread or w’afer or cracker, with 
a small cup of coffee, may close the 
meal. 
Where

dessert is used the 
salad, cheese and wafer are served just 
before it, to prick up the appetite th a t 
it may enjoy more fully the sw’eet.

of 
humanity. 
The 
brotherhood of man is best served by 
the brotherhood of the members of one 
country working for the welfare of the 
citizens of the state in which they were 
born and to which their allegiance is 
due. 


Men who place self first, personal 
friends second, party third, and country 
fourth, in the order of consideration, 
swell the ranks of corrupt politicians, 
who are the caterpillars of the state.

T hese locom otives have 78-inch 
drivers, and since they have been in serv ­ 
ice have proved so em inently satisfactory 
that nothing better can probably be se­ 
cured. 
It will be remem bered that one of 
these m agnificent new locom otives, 
tho 
1313, pulled Vice P resident-E lect H obart 
on March 2, 18t)fi. from Philadelphia to 
W ashington in 130 m inutes, a distance o f 
135 miles, and m ade one five-minute stop. 
T hey frequently run eighty-five miles an 
hour w ith six and eight cars, so the B al­ 
tim ore & Ohio R ailroad is under no n e­ 
cessity of ch an g in g its type of passenger 
m otive power on the R oyal Blue Line, and 
experim ent w ith a locom otive w hose use­ 
fulness has yet to be dem onstrated.

An Elephant Tried by Coart-Martial. 
An elephant was once 
court-mar­ 
tialed at Mhow, Ceptral India. 
The 
animal had been put under arrest, 
and charged with killing his keeper, 
a native soldier. 
It was found that 
the native had given the elephant of­ 
fence by stealing some of his food, 
after it had been served out to him. 
The elephant had caught him in the 
act, and before the man could get 
away the great brute put his foot on 
him, then winding his trunk around 
him lifted him into the air, and be­ 
fore anyone could stop him he dashed 
the man to the ground, and killed him. 
The trial 
was most 
curious. 
First 
came the whole of the elephants be­ 
longing to the 
station 
in a long, 
solemn procession. 
They formed up 
in two lines on either side of the 
place of punishment. The 
prisoner 
was thfen marched up. 
Around his 
neck was a 
tremendous 
chain, the 
ends of which were attached to the 
collars of two other elephants, 
who 
walked on either side of him. When 
he reached the punishment stone his 
feet were Inserted into four holes and 
chained.^ When the prisoner was thor­ 
oughly secured, the brigade-major and 
staff rode along the lines. They halted 
on getting within a few yards of the 
elephant. 
The brigade-major then 
produced several sheets of 
foolscap, 
and calling the prisoner by name, bade 
him give attention to what was go 
ing to be read. 
The major first read 
out the charge, then the evidence for 
and against him. At the conclusion of 
the evidence the prisoner was found 
guilty, and was sentenced to receive 
forty-eight lashes with a chain, and 
after that punishment he should for 
three months draw a log chained to his 
leg. The corporal elephant then ap­ 
proached to within a few feet of the 
prisoner, and a large Iron chain was 
placed In his trunk. At a signal from 
the major he commenced to flog the 
prisoner. Not a sound was uttered by 
the other elephants, but the groans 
of the prisoner‘as the chain descended 
across his ribs were Indescribable. 


A B. A O. Denial. 
The Baltimore A Ohio Railroad Is not 
going to adopt the Raub locomotive for 
service between New York and W ashing­ 
ton, as has been stated. 
The motive 
power departm ent of this railroad has 
looked upon the rumor with considerable 
amusement, as within the past year and 
a half the Royal Blue trains have been 
hauled, by the finest, fastest and strong­ 
est ten-wheel passenger engines in the 
world. 
These locomotives nave 78-lnch 
drivers, and since they .have been in serv­ 
ice have proved so eminently satisfactory 
that nothing better can probably be se­ 
cured. It will be remembered that one of 
these magnificent new locomotives, the 
1313, pulled Vice President-Klect Hobart 
on March 2, 1893. from Philadelphia to 
W ashington in 136 minutes, a distance of 
135 miles, and made one five-minute stop. 
They frequently run eighty-five miles an 
hour with six and eight cars, so the Bal­ 
timore & Ohio Railroad is under no ne­ 
cessity of changing its type of passenger 
motive power on the Royal Blue Line, and 
experiment with a locomotive whose use­ 
fulness has yet to be demonstrated.

C a n a d ia n T r a v e lin g UairloH. 
A report of the com m ittee of agri­ 
culture of Canada says: 
The m ass of 
tho people everyw here do not go to 
colleges, and if tho wom en on farms 
are to bo helped, you m ust carry the 
instruction to them. 
We try to make 
agricultural education available to all 
our people, and som e of It unavoidable 
by them. 
W e have what are called 
traveling dairies. 
A sim ple outfit for 
the m aking of butter is provided. 
It 
usually consists of a handpower cen­ 
trifugal cream 
separator, a Babcock 
milk tester, a revolving barrei-churn, a 
butter worker, a pair 
of 
weighing 
scales, two therm om eters, pails, strain­ 
ers, dippers and a few other necessary 
utensils. 
The whole apparatus can be 
packed in boxes and loaded 011 a horse 
wagon or sent by train. 
The w eight 
does not exceed 500 pounds. 
Usually 
one traveling dairy instructor, who la 
an expert buttermaker, and an a ssist­ 
ant go together. 
The traveling dairy 
spends one or two 
usually two - days 
at a place. A local com m ittee arranges 
for u suitable lecture-room, which Is 
frequently the town hall, and also for 
a supply of milk and cream. 
Two 
m eetings a day are held, at which 
practical dem onstration of tho test­ 
ing of milk and the making of butter 
are given. 
Tho Instructor gives e x ­ 
planations as tho processes are car­ 
ried on, and an hour or so is given to 
a sim ple lecture and discussion. 
Two 
visits of a traveling dairy to a place 
bring about a 
marked 
improvem ent 
in m e quality of tho dairy butter. 
The women see the use of the appar­ 
atus, watch the methods of handling 
everything and learn som ething of the 
principles which underlie them. 
Tho 
neighbors who may not have attended 
tho m eetings of tho traveling 
dairy 
learn from those who did. 
Of course, 
in many of the districts there 
are 
farm ers’ w ives and daughters by the 
hundred who do not need such instruc­ 
tion, but many of these are the keen­ 
est students.

P r o p a g a tin g O live T rees. 
The method of producing olive trees 
now In vogue among European grow ­ 
ers is to cut limbs as large as a m an’s 
arm from the trees, and from each of 
these start a new tree. 
An olive tree 
will not furnish more than three or 
four such lim bs for propagating pur­ 
poses. 
A nother method 
is the old- 
fashioned one of planting seeds. 
This 
is the slow est method of m aking an 
orchard, and takes eighteen or tw enty 
years. 
I11 California tho plan is to 
use small cuttings. 
Olive trees for or­ 
chard planting used to cost $7 and $8 
each. 
They can now be had by the 
thousands for 10 or 15 cents each. The 
cuttings, w hich 
come 
by 
hundreds 
from a full-sized tree, are about the 
size of a toothpick. 
They are propa­ 
gated and rooted in sand in conserva­ 
tories, in the same way rose cuttings 
are grown into rose bushes and rose 
trees. 
W hen the cuttings are rooted 
they are transferred In 
the 
warmer 
months of the spring to the out-of- 
door nursery, where they become trees 
three or four feet high in a year or a 
year and a half. 
The olive tree has 
an alm ost human gift of adaptation to 
its environm ent. 
It flourishes in 
a 
temperature that falls to 14 degrees 
above zero, and in the inland valleys 
of California, where the thermometer 
reaches 120 degrees, it grows. Irrigated 
only by natural rainfall. 
It finds in 
the California foothills just as favor­ 
able surroundings as at Its 4,000-foot 
level in Algeria and its Italian eleva­ 
tion of 3,200 feet. 
One Joy of an olive 
orchard is that the care of it is prac­ 
tically nothing. 
Its fruit can be cured 
by sim ple prim itive means, without any 
requirement of special experience, and 
the oil and pickles are easily kept or 
transported

W hile it is often true that what 
we call odor in m ilk com es from the 
filth of the stables, it is also true that 
there is an odor in the m ilk in any 
case, even In the milk of cows that 
are kept with the greatest of care. 
It was long ago discovered that every 
animal throw's off a volatile oil, which 
evaporates about as quickly 
as 
It 
corres to the air, and this fine gas, 
produced by the change of the oil from 
a liquid to a gaseous form, Is what 
assails our nostrils and is w hat we 
denom inate odor. 
The 
pores 
that 
carry this volatile oil to tho surface 
of the hide seem to be num erous and 


to be distributed well over the body. 
This is what m akes scent In dogs o f 
value. 
If it were not for this oil be­ 
ing constantly evaporated 
the 
dog 
would be of no value 
as 
a 
tracer. 
Many of the lower anim als have their 
sens** of smell so developed that they 
are able to detect a very small amount 
of this odoriferous oil. 
Some of the tubes that carry this oil 
from the internal organs of tho cow, 
whero It Is elaborated, have their ori­ 
fices In the udder. 
This volatile oil 
thus gets Into the milk, and the only 
way to got rid of it Is to aerate the 
milk. 
The oil evaporates so rapidly 
that the exposure of the milk to tho 
air. especially when it is exposed to 
the air in the form of small sheets or 
spray, results In getting it out of the 
milk. 
It also show s why the milk 
should not he at once covered and left 
covered. 
It is not a certain sign that 
the milk is dirty if there1 be an animal 
odor connected with It. 
But It is a 
sign that the dairyman does not know 
how to handle it.

Canadian T raveling Dairies. 
A report of the committee of agri­ 
culture of Canada says: The mass of 
the people everywhere do not go to 
colleges, and lf tho women on farms 
are to be helped, you must carry the 
instruction to them. We try to make 
agricultural education available to all 
our people, and some of it unavoidable 
by them. 
We have what are called 
traveling dairies. A simple outfit for 
the making of butter is provided. It 
usually consists of a handpower cen­ 
trifugal cream separator, a Babcock 
milk tester, a revolving barrel-churn, a 
butter worker, a pair 
of 
weighing 
scales, two thermometers, pails, strain­ 
ers, dippers and a few other necessary 
utensils. The whole apparatus can be 
packed in boxes and loaded on a horse 
wagon or sent by train. The weight 
does not exceed 500 pounds. Usually 
one traveling dairy instructor, who la 
an expert buttermaker, and an assist­ 
ant go together. The traveling dairy 
spends one or two—usually two—days 
at a place. A local committee arranges 
for a suitable lecture-room, which is 
frequently the town hall, and also for 
a supply of milk and cream. 
Two 
meetings a day are held, at which 
practical demonstration of tho test­ 
ing of milk and the making of butter 
are given. 
Tho instructor gives ex­ 
planations as the processes are car­ 
ried on, and an hour or so is given to 
a simple lecture and discussion. Two 
visits of a traveling dairy to a place 
bring about a marked improvement 
in me quality of the dairy butter. 
The women see the use of the appar­ 
atus, watch the methods of handling 
everything and learn something of the 
principles which underlie them. 
The 
neighbors who may not have attended 
the meetings of the traveling 
dairy 
learn from those who did. Of course, 
in many of the districts there are 
farmers’ wives and daughters by the 
hundred who do not need such instruc 
tion, but many of these are the keen 
°.st students.

P ropagating O live Trees. 
The method of producing olive trees 
now in vogue among European grow­ 
ers is to cut limbs as large as a man’s 
arm from the trees, and from each of 
these start a new tree. An olive tree 
will not furnish more than three or 
four such limbs for propagating pur­ 
poses. 
Another method 
is the old­ 
fashioned one of planting seedB. This 
is the slowest method of making an 
orchard, and takes eighteen or twenty 
years. 
In California the plan is to 
use small cuttings. Olive trees for or­ 
chard planting used to cost $7 and $8 
each. 
They can now be had by the 
thousands for IO or 15 cents each. The 
cuttings, which 
come by 
hundreds 
(rom a full-sized tree, are about the 
size of a toothpick. 
They are propa 
gated and rooted in sand in conserva 
tories, in the same way rose cuttings 
are grown into rose bushes and rose 
trees. 
When the cuttings are rooted 
they are transferred in the 
warmer 
months of the spring to the out-of 
door nursery, where they become trees 
three or four feet high in a year or a 
year and a half. 
The olive tree has 
an almost human gift of adaptation to 
its environment. 
It flourishes in 
' temperature that falls to 14 degrees 
above zero, and in the Inland valleys 
of California, where the thermometer 
'reaches 120 degrees, it grows, irrigated 
{only by natural rainfall. 
It finds in 
the California foothills just as favor 
able surroundings as at its 4,000-foot 
level in Algeria and its Italian eleva 
tion of 3,200 feet. One Joy of an olive 
orchard is that the care of it is prac 
tically nothing. Its fruit can be cured 
by simple primitive means, without any 
requirement of special experience, and 
the oil and pickles are easily kept or 
transported.

The Illustration 
explains itself so well that but little 
by way of explanation is necessary. 
This coop is thirty inches high, thirty 
inches wide, and twenty-four inches 
deep—but these dimensions are by no 
means obligatory, as coops are built 
of various sizes, to suit the taste and 
purposo of the builder. We would urge, 
however, that exhibitors who supply 
their own coops make 
them roomy 
enough for the birds to be comfortable 
in; nothing is so certain to make tho 
birds appear at a disadvantage as too 
close quarters.
